Th e idea th at we ough t to call a h alt on 
new inventions until we h ave learned h ow 
to use th e ones w'e already h ave is not 
especially new. But with th e world in th e 
state it now occupies, it is h ardly supris- 
ing th at th is idea sh ould be brough t for­ 
ward again. 
It is presented most recently by C. E. 
M. Joad, th e distinguish ed British ph ilos­ 
oph er, wh o suggested to a London teach ­ 
ers* meeting th e oth er day th at th ere 
ih ould be a board of scientists and ph il­ 
osoph ers empowered to give or refuse 
permits for inventions likely to affect h u­ 
man life. 
‘‘Science/* says Prof. Joad, “h as given 
us powers fit for gods, yet we bring to 
th eir use th e mentality of sch oolboys and 
savages. 
Th e symbol of th is is th e air­ 
plane, th e greatest of man’s inventions, 
wh ich neverth eless th reatens h is civiliza­ 
tion 
with 
destruction.

It would be pretty h ard, for one th ing, 
to look at a brand-new invention and say 
just h ow’ greatly it \vould eventually af­ 
fect h uman life. Eli Wh itney’s cotton gin 
can h ardly h ave looked like a th ing th at 
would remake th e entire south and lead 
to a civil war. 
It would h ave taken rare 
foresigh t to deduce, from th e first cough ­ 
ing gasoline engine, our present network 
of paved h igh ways, truck traffic and dy­ 
ing Tailroads.

Wh at we usually fail to realize is th at 
th e M^h ole tangle of inventions, lumped 
togeth er under th e term “th e mech anical 
age,” h as brough t about th e profoundest 
revolution th at th e h uman race h as yet 
h ad to adjust itself to. 
We are in th e midst of th at revolution 
righ t now, and we cannot possibly see 
Avh at th ings are going to be like wh en it 
is over.

ADVERTISING MAKES WORK 
O 
NCE upon a time, a certain hotel chef was 
out of a job. In an effort to earn a few 
dollars, he made a batch of his own special 
salad dressing which hotel patrons had alway s 
liked, put in up in bottles, and went from door 
to door selling it to housewives. It was a 
superior dressing, but housewives had never 
heard of it. 
The chef found it slow work and had a 
hard time selling enough salad dressing to 
make a living. So he put a little ad in the 
paper, announcing that his tasty dressing which 
had pleased the palates of discriminating hotel 
diners could now be purchased in bottles at 
his home. Many came and bought. So he ad­ 
vertised more, and soon he was very busy 
putting up the dressing and waiting on cus­ 
tomers, and he had no time to sell from door 
to door. 
That was the beginning of a big business. 
The former hotel chef eventually became a 
national advertiser, using many forms of ad- 
vei'tising, and operated a large plant w'ith 
scores of workers. His salad dressing was sold 
over the counters of stores in all parts of the 
country . 
He maintained the quality of his 
product, and thousands of housewives insisted 
on havng his brand of dressing. 
This story illustrates how advertising has 
built many , many individual enterprises. In this 
case the hotel chef not only made profitable 
employ ment for himself, but his advertising re­ 
sulted in making work for a large number of 
wage earners and salesmen. The same thing 
has happened in nearly every line of business. 
And it is going on today in numerous little 
businesses and big businesses 
Electric clocks were put on the market about 
in 19 28 , and in that y ear comparatvely few 
were sold. The big depression came on, but in 
spite of it. large advertising campaigns were 
launched and sales mounted steadily . In 19 37 , 
about 3,000,000 electric clocks were sold, and 
now nearly half of all the homes supplied with 
electricity own one or more electrc clocks. J obs 
have been made for hundreds of workers. It 
could not have been done without advertising. 
The radio industry 
was 
almost 
nothing 
fifteen y ears ago. Now it gives employ ment to 
1hou.sands 
of 
wage-earners 
and 
25,000,000 
homes are equipped 
with 
radio 
sets. 
This 
miraculous growth was accomplished through 
advertising. The 
huge 
automobile 
industry 
presents a brilliant advertising achievement. 
Automobile manufacturers credit the use of 
adv'ertising with the swift climb to tremendous 
sales. Engineering excellence alone could never 
have sold so many cars. 
In many other fields we see companies and 
whole industries which have grown large by 
the help of good advertising and so have made 
many more jobs for workers. But it must not 
be assumed that advertising can make every 
business succeed. Not at all. The product 
must be good or consumers will turn thumbs 
down and the company goes out of business. 
When advertising brings 
a good product 
into the limelight, consumers buy , factory 
wheels run faster, and men get jobs. Adver­ 
tising makes work.

WORKER LOOKS AT BUSINESS 
Th e past ten years h ave brough t subtle 
ch anges in th inking wh ich are no less im­ 
portant th an th e ph ysical ch anges th at 
can be seen about us. 
Perh aps th ey are 
more important. 
One of th e most striking is th e gradual 
spread of th e conception th at any large 
business is in a s^nse a public business, 
and ough t not to be operated with out 
some th ough t of th e social effects it pro­ 
duces. 
Anoth er gradual Ch ange is in th e recog­ 
nition th at employes as well as stockh old­ 
ers h ave an interest in h ow a business is 
run. 
Annual reports sh owing financial 
conditions were supplied to employes of 
44 prominent companies in th e United 
States during th e past year, th e Metropo­ 
litan Life Insurance company h as re­ 
vealed. 
General Electric and th e Jewel Tea 
Company were pioneers in th is innovation. 
“We h ave tried to give our employes an 
understanding of th e company—wh at it 
earns, wh at it owes, wh at it is worth to 
stockh olders . . . ” said an official of th e 
latter. 
Much labor trouble is due to lack of 
mutual understanding by employer and 
employe of th eir problems. 
Giving em­ 
ployes an insigh t into just wh at th e man­ 
agement is faced with in carrying on th e 
business may often smooth th e path to co­ 
operation and mutual sympath y, instead 
of stiff-necked and unintelligent demands. 
If extended, th is practice migh t well be­ 
come a stabilizing element in labor rela­ 
tions.

body affected, the n ature of the 
in fection , an d the chan ges that 
take place in the tissues of the 
body that are con cern ed. 
Today it 
is recogn ized 
that 
rheum atic con dition s an d 
arth­ 
ritis are probably the secon d lar­ 
gest cause of disability amon g 
human bein gs, bein g exceeded in 
their in ciden ce on ly by the res­ 
piratory 
diseases, 
in cludin g 
coughs an d colds. 
There are, of course, man y phy ­ 
sician s who are n ot con vin ced 
that arthritis is caused by germs. 
There are others who feel cer­ 
tain that germs are in variably 
presen t. 
There are some phy si­ 
cian s who feel that arthritis is 
largely due to factors associated 
with the digestion an d absorp­ 
tion of food, an d there are still 
others who are con vin ced that 
the glan ds are the most import­ 
ant factor in this disease.
